The Germans are every- 
where retreating, in some sectors 
quicker than others, but still retreat- 
ing. The same is true below 
Bolkhov on the northward sector. 
Besides the thrust from the south, 
four or five other columns are press- 
ing in on Orel in an irregular arc 
from the north to the east. Strong 
Soviet forces now stand along the 
salient approximately as follows:

Stalin announced the complete 
failure of the German July offen- 
sive—in which the Nazis em- 
ployed 38 divisions, 17 being 
Panzers—and said that the Red 
Army had penetrated the enemy 
defences in counter-attacks by 
10-16 miles towards Orel.—

GERMAN COMMENT
